Can Sudbury Get a Passing Grade?

II Sudbury were a student, 
it'd be the one passing notes at the 
back of the class. The Sudbury Child 
Poverty Network, made up of re- 
searchers from the Laurentian Uni- 
versity School of Social Work, the 
Sudbury and District Health Unit, 
Child Care Services for the Region of 
Sudbury, and the Social Planning 
Council for the Sudbury Region, has 
released a Child Poverty Report Card 
- and Sudbury is failing. 

The report card studies the 
state of child poverty as it was in 
1996, which means things have prob- 
ably gotten worse since then. It was 
released on November 24 of 1998, 
the 9th anniversary of the Canadian 
House of Commons' announcement 
of its intention to end child poverty 
by the year 2000. According to the 
report card, that hasn't quite hap- 
pened yet. 

The report card states that in 
1996, over 7000 children were living 
in poverty, 40% of those under the 
age of 5. The poverty rate forchildren 
under five was 15% higher in Sud- 
bury than in the whole of Ontario. 
The report card showed that children 
from to 4 years of age were the most 
hkely to live in poverty, which af- 
fected 25% of Sudbunan children in 
this age range. 

Youth under 24 were also af- 
fected, being more likely to be poor 
than adults. One-third of women aged 
20 to 24 were under the poverty line, 
and over 50% of teenage mothers had 
a total annual income of under 
$20,000. Girls and women were 
shown to be 29% poorer than boys 
and men in Sudbury - m fact, an older 
study from 1994 showed half of the 
female-headed families in Sudbury 
have annual incomes which put them 
under the poverty line. 

Francophone children in Sud- 
bury were less likely to be poor than 
Anglophone children, but in all other 
respects. Francophones and 
Anglophones were roughly equal in 
their vulnerability lo poverty. The 
poverty rate for Francophone women 
between ages 20 and 24 was margin- 
ally higher than that for Anglophone 
women m the same age range - 36% 
vs. 34%, almost the same. 

The unemployment rate in 
Sudbury has remained above the pro- 
vincial rate through 1998 - in Octo- 
ber, the seasonally adjusted unem- 
ployment rate in Sudbury was 1 1.4%. 
The report card recommended 
thai action . . . De taken at the local, 
provincial, and federal levels to ad- 
dress child poverty by" strengthen- 
ing family support services; building 
links between advantaged and disad- 
vantaged children and families to 
break down monetary barriers; de- 
veloping employment policies that 
better support families, such as more 
llexible work hours; making it easier 
for youth to become educated; and 
creating more good jobs with decent 
wages so that fewer people are un- or 
poorly employed." 

This study sounds bad as it is, 
but ii looks even worse when one 
realizes that a previous study on Sud- 
bury's poor community health has 
been done as recently as March of 
1997. This study was done by the 
Manitoulin and Sudbury District 
Health Council Health Committee, 
and put forward various problems 
that might be causing Sudbury 's poor 
community health, and some possi- 



ble solutions to them. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion defines health as "the extent to 
which an individual or a group is 
able, on the one hand, to realize aspi- 
rations and satisfy needs and, on the 
other hand, to change or cope with 
the environment. Health is therefore 
seen as a resource for everyday life, 
not the objective of living; it is a 
positive concept emphasizing social 
and personal resources, as well as 
physical capability." Healthy people 
are more than just physically healthy; 
they are mentally and socially healthy 
as well. 

Healthy people: 
feel vital and fiill of energy 
• have good social relationships 
experience a sense of control 
over their lives and living con- 
ditions 

are able to do things they enjoy 
have a sense of purpose in their 
lives 

feel connected to their com- 
munities 

According to the Child Pov- 
erty Network's report card, Sudbury 
is not a very healthy community. 
Level of income, level of education, 
length of life, and level of employ- 
ment are all below the provincial 
norm, and violent crime, infant mor- 
tality, incidence of low birth weight 
babies, and detrimental personal life- 
style behaviours are all above it 

Both social and environmen- 
tal factors can affect an individual's 
or a community ' s health. Studies have 
shown that social support increases 
the general health and well-being of 
an individual, where social support 
refers to the number of people an 
individual feels close to, the amount 
of leisure time spent alone or with 
others, and the availability of a con- 
fidant or helper. Job instability or 
lack of a job altogether both increase 
stress and health-detrimental behav- 
iour, such as smoking or abuse of 
narcotics; resistance to infection will 
drop while blood pressure rises, and 
the individual will feel generally un- 
well. 

The ability to cope with stfess 
is itself affected by the nurturing and 
affection an individual receives as a 
child. Ability to cope will affect per- 
formance in school, predilection to 
criminal activity, and capacity to hold 
a job. The amountof affection a child 
receives is often adversely affected 
by that child's poverty level. The 
Canadian Institute of Child Health 
Profile on the Health of Canada's 
Children, done in 1 994, reports that 
poor parents are less able to nurture 
their children than more affluent par- 
ents. The infant death rate in poor 
neighbourhoods is twice that in richer 
neighbourhoods; incidence of low 
birth weight in poor areas is 1.4 times 
that in more affluent areas; and poor 
children are more likely to die from 
injuries or have chronic illnesses, and 
are definitely less likely to feel good 
about themselves. Unhealthy chil- 
dren with low self-esteem can't cope 
as well with life as can better-fed, 
confident children. 

Environmental factors are 
such things as pollution and safety of 
food, air, and water. Polluted air 
makes people sick - it's as simple as 
that. It can increase the incidence of 
various respiratory diseases, includ- 
ing cancer or emphysema, and can 
also contaminate food and water, 
which will also work to decrease a 



person's level of health. 

Socially, Sudbury shows 
many problem areas. The low birth 
weight rate in Sudbury is 7.3%, as 
opposed to 6.2% for the rest of On- 
tario. Low birth weight is directly 
linked to low income, and low birth 
weight babies are frequently sick and 
may develop lifelong health prob- 
lems. These problems use valuable 
health system resources and cost a lot 
of money , too. Many Sudbunan chil- 
dren lack a nurturing environment at 
home. Child care services aren't al- 
ways there to help children grow up 
into adults who will be socially well- 
adjusted. Isolation of families is also 
a problem. Parents working with other 
parents are more effective than par- 
ents working alone; it helps to have 
someone to share stresses with and to 
ask for ideas about what to do with 
their own children. Finally, many 
Sudburians engage in health-detri- 
mental behaviour. A 1990 study, the 
Ontario Health Survey, indicated 
some scary statistics. In 1990, the 
smoking rate in Sudbury for males 
was 7% higher than the Ontario aver- 
age; for females, it was 12% higher. 
There were 8% more binge drinkers, 
7% more overweight individuals, and 
7% more individuals who consumed 
over 38% of their diet as fat in Sud- 
bury than in Ontario itself. 4% more 
drivers and 6% more passengers never 
wore seatbelts while driving, and the 
suicide rate for 1989 to 1992 for 
males was 1 1% higher here than in 
the rest of the province. Higher 
incidences of health-detrimental be- 
haviour indicate that individuals in 
the community are not healthy; they 
do not have social support, and so 
they turn to sometimes dangerous 
habits to relieve stress. 

Environmentally, however, 
Sudbury is somewhat better off. Sud- 
bury's air quality has improved a 
great deal in the last few decades; 
however, there are still days when air 
quality is very poor. In 1 993, a sulfur 
dioxide level monitoring site meas- 
ured 78 occasions when sulfur 
amounts were outside acceptable lim- 
its for one hour, and also recorded the 
highest number in the province of 24- 
hour periods when S02 concentra- 
tions were outside acceptable limits. 
Sulfur dioxide is nota friendly 
chemical. It can cause breathing dis- 
comfort, respiratory illness, altera- 
tions to the lung's defenses, and ag- 
gravation of existing respiratory and 
cardiovascular disease. None of these 
things is conducive to a healthy com- 
munity. 

Sudbury also has a lot of cars 
per capita, and most Sudburians pre- 
fer to drive. Vehicle emissions can 
cause cancer, respiratory disease, and 
can aggravate cardiovascular condi- 
tions. Another problem is poor in- 
door air quality, whose effects are 
worsened by the fact that cold win- 
ters keep a lot of Sudburians indoors 
a lot of the time. Smoking is a con- 
tributor to poor air quality, as is lack 
of ventilation. Poordrinking water is 
a fourth factor, one which Sudbury is 
not really affected by. Sudbury water 
is very clean, but there are occasional 
problems with sediment in the water, 
and nickel is also present in the water. 
Long-term effects of nickel on hu- 
man health aren't known. Green space 
is the fifth factor, and again, Sudbury 
has improved a great deal in this area. 
Regreening programs have improved 
the quality of Sudbury 's landscape to 



the point that the excellent hunting 
and camping in the area have become 
tourist attractions. 

Sudbury still has a lot of prob- 
lems, but they can be fixed. The March 
1997 study and the recent Child Pov- 
erty Network study both put forward 
the same types of solutions; 

1. Create jobs. Poor health is linked 
to poverty, and therefore poverty must 
be eliminated, or at least drastically 
reduced. Poor people and unem- 
ployed people both suffer from ex- 
cessive stress and are unhealthy. If 
more well-paying jobs were created, 
there would be less unemployment 
and less poverty; the community as a 
whole would be healthier. 

2. Work towards healthy child devel- 
opment. Again, elimination of pov- 
erty would further this goal. Poor 
children do not have the same oppor- 
tunities or home lives as do more 
financially stable children. Programs 
to bring families together would also 
improve the quality of home life for 



many children - by giving parents 
.someone lo lean on in times of trou- 
ble, the child is less likely to take the 
brunt of a parent's frustration 

3. Improve transportation. An al- 
fordablc, viable public transportation 
system will reduce pollution, which 
will reduce preventable health prob- 
lems. It will also allow people to sec 
each other more easily, so that there 
will be more social support for indi- 
viduals in the community, and stress 
will be reduced. 

4. Improve primary care. Ourcurrent 
health system focu.ses more on treat- 
ing the sick than on keeping people 
healthy. If this focus is changed, less 
will be spent on preventable illness. 
and people will stay healthy for longer 
periods of time. 

Of course, action has to be 
taken on these issues for us to see any 
results. Now that two different re- 
ports have come to the same conclu- 
sion, will anything be done on mi- 
proving community health? 
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Bearing Witness to Violence Against 

Women

Starting Thursday December 

3 until Wednesday December 9, the 
Clothesline Project will take place. 
On Thursday, women can make t- 
shirt art, or buy them from 10 a.m. to 

4 p.m. in the Student Commons 
Room, near the Great Hall. The dis- 
play of these shirts will begin on 
Friday, December 4. 

The Clothesline Project pro- 
vides an opportunity for women to 
bear witness to their personal experi- 
ence of violence and celebrate their 
transformation from victim to survi- 
vor. To this end, shirts are colour 
coded to show the different types of 
violence: white is to represent women 
who were murdered, yellow for bat- 
tered, assaulted or harassed women, 
red for rape and sexual assaults, blue/ 
green for women who are survivors 
ofinccstorchild sexual abuse, purple 
for women attacked because they are 
lesbian, orange for racial harassment, 
brown for women with disabilities. 



and rainbow for women that have 
survived any combination of the 
above. 

According to The Clothesline 
Project, a woman is battered every 
fourteen seconds in the US, each 
minute involves one rape in this coun- 
try and three to four women are killed 
by their partners in the US. 

In the spring of 1 990, the Cape 
Cod Massachusetts Agenda was 
searching for a way to communicate 
the horrific extent of violence jjerpe- 
trated against women. The group 
was outraged by a statistic compiled 
by the Maryland Men's Anti-rape 
Resource Center; which estimated 
5 1 ,000 women were murdered in the 
United States by their husbands or 
lovers during the 16 years of the 
Vietnam war, during which 58,000 
Americans had died. During a visit to 
the moving Viemam Memorial, the 
group asked itself, "Where is our 
wall? Our war has never ended-in 
fact, it is worse than it ever was." 
From this, clotheslines started ap- 
pear. 



By the end ofl 991, 40 local 
Clothesline Projects were being dis- 
played around the United States. 

The true power of the Clothes- 
line lies in its grassroots approach, 
with individuals and organizations 
breaking the silence about violence 
happening in their own communi- 
ties. Over 250 Clothesline Projects 
have been organized at the local level 
with upwards of 35.000 shirts cre- 
ated by survivors. The problem of 
violence against women has a na- 
tional and even a global aspect, nev- 
ertheless, it is a war that must be 
waged on local fronts as well. Just as 
the shirts hang shoulder to shoulder, 
so must the public, the legislators and 
law enforcement agencies combine 
forces to effect real change. 

As the Clothesline Project 
gains steam and generates more ex- 
posure, everyone becomes more 
aware of violence against women. 
By participating in this event, women 
will make a difference, and society's 
dirty laundry will be laid out for all to 
see. 



Students Set to Strike

The Writer's Block 



Dear Writer's Block, 

When a teacher writes sen- 
tence structure or S.S. on my pa- 
per, what does he or she mean? 

Tlie term sentence structure is a kind 
of catch-all term that denotes prob- 
lems at the level of the sentence. TTiis 
is a comment every writer needs to 
take seriously because the sentence is 
a key building block in the writing 
process. In all likelihood, S.S. repre- 
sents one of the following difficul- 
ties: 

1 ) A sentence fragment or incom- 
plete sentence 

• the solution is to be sure that 
every sentence you write has a 
subject, a verb and a main idea; 
reading aloud and listening for 
each of these elements is a great 
practice 

2) A comma splice 

• a comma splice occurs when a 
writer tried to connect two sen- 
tences using the comma; if you 
wish to connect two sentences 
because they relate in terms of 
idea, try a semi-colon (a semi- 
colon, used correctly, impresses 
your readers). 

3) A run-on or fused sentence 

• this kind of sentence situation is 
crying for punctuation; in al 1 1 ike- 
lihood you have 2-3 sentences 
presented as one, deal with this 
problem by re-shaping the sec- 
lion into a couple of clear and 
correct sentences 

4) Lack of variety 

• if you are writing simple but 
correct sentences, you arc ready 
to try some variations that will 
add a certain fiare to your writ- 
ing; use techniques such as co- 
ordination and subordination as 
well as introductory phrases and 
clauses to spice things up

Dear Confused, 

If your schedule allows it. go for the 
WAC course option. It only makes 
sense! In a WAC course, you work 
with a professor who is committed to 
helping his or her students become 
more effective academic writers. 
Also, from a learning perspective, 
the WAC principle is a super con- 
cept. While you may be one of the 
lucky ones, most people don't per- 
form their best in testing situations. 
Likewise, the test doesn't teach you 
anything: it is an assessment tool. A 
WAC course, however, is a terrific 
opportunity to learn about writing as 
it happens in a specific discipline. 
You will also have the chance to do 
writing in the way thai most writers 
do it best — in stages and with feed- 
back. No doubt, you have picked up 
my bias. Check the on campus WAC 
courses that begin in January or con- 
sider taking one of Laurentian's En- 
vision courses with a WAC focus. 

If you do decide to write the 
test, that's okay too. Do, however, 
pop by at the Centre for Academic 
Writing and pick up one of our test 
preparation packages. You may also 
be eligible lor a test review if you 
have written the test within the last 
twelve months and have achieved a 
score of 2. Don't be shy about inquir- 
ing about these supports. Remem- 
ber, you've paid for them in your 
student fees. 

Good luck. Writing is tough work 
but very rewarding when you ulti- 
mately produce that masterpiece.

Actors, politicians, and delensc 
attorneys are occupations based on 
falsity. 

Asfaraspoliticiansgo. 1 have 
permanently taken it for granted that 
just about everyone in the field ol 
politics IS an outright liar, and thai 
perjuring was an essential prerequi- 
site for the job of a 
politician. Take U.S. Trcsident Bill 
Clinton, for example.

Can lies be hazardous' An anorexic 
person denying having a problem? 

Of course, some lies arc 
wrong ,thosc intent on causing an 
other harm. But even lies thai an 
meant to save someone from being 
hurt, can be self-serving (you don'' 
want to be the bearc of bad news; 
and can betray trust they'll question 
why you couldn'i Ix- truthful with 
them). Whether we contbrm to a 
religious moral code, use our knowl- 
edge, or rely on instincts I rom our gut 
or our heart, we arc forced toconsider 
these matters in light of each new 
circumstance. Falsity is an excep 
tional vice, the only one that is boUi 
disapproved of and pardoned. 

Like most parents, mine fed 
me some moral phrases such as "thou 
shalt not lie," and "honesty is the best 
policy." To explain the outcome ol 
telling lies, I was read the story of 
Pinocchio (how his nose grew longer 
with each new fib he told) and the 
story of the boy who cried wolf (how 
no one believed him when he cried 
for help when faced with the big, bad 
wolf). As a child. I enjoyed those 
stories and was frightened by the 
results ofthe characters' constant fib 
bing. At least for awhile. The prob- 
lem was that none of these stories are 
based on actual circumstances, so 
they can't remain permanently em- 
bedded in our mind as examples of 
proper moral ethics. 

Fibbing is a personal choice 
one must take personal responsibility 
for. On the other hand, if you don't 
lie at all. you save yourself the heavy 
burdens that often accompany lies. 
Alter all. just telling the plain U-udi 
makes life a little bearable, and the 
truth IS easier to remember than fic- 
tion.

Lundi, Ics Quebecois ont 
choisi de reel ire un gouvemement 
scparatistc. Malgre ics efforts de 
Jean Chiarcst, que certains avaient 
considcre conime Ic sauvcur du 
Canada, Ics Pcquistes ont reussi a 
convaincre Ic peuple quebecois de 
leur donner un autre opportunite de 
fairc leurs preuves. En depit des 
sondages, qui indiquaient de fafon 
bicn ciaire que les quebecois ne 
voulaient pas un autre referendum, 
iis ont elu un Premier Ministre et un 
gouvemement qui promettaientd'en 
tcnir un aussi tot que les conditions 
soient «favorables». Maintcnant il 
faut se demander pourquoi. 

11 y a quelques raisons qui 
cxpliqucnt que cela soit arrive.

Pourquoi employons-nous 
Noel en fran9ais pour la 
commemoration de la naissance du 
Christ alors que le monde anglophone 
se sert de Christmasl Au fait, que 
signifie au juste le mot Noel? 

Notons d'abord que 
1 'anglais tient son mot de I'ancien 
anglais Cristcs (Christ) maesse (fes- 
tival ), c'est-a-dire le festival du Christ. 
Le terme anglais n'evoque done pas 
une naissance mais une celebration! 

Au Contraire, le terme 
fran^ais Noel renferme I'idee de 
nativite meme si sa forme modeme 
ne permct plus de percevoir ce sens.

Les termes appui, soutien, 
support designent, au sens propre, 
des objets materiels. S'il arrive que, 
parfois, appui ou soutien puissent 
s'employer au figure, ce n'est pas le 
cas pour support qui a toujours un 
sens concret. 

On pourra done dire : sup- 
port publicitaire, support 
technologique,supportmediatique, 
mais jamais «support

...Les mots ne sont ni inno- 
cents, ni indifferents. C'est par les 
mots qu'on «Iie les humains», c'est a 
cause des mots qu 'on fait des guerres ! 
Les mots ne sont jamais neutres, car 
chacun emporte avec lui son bagage 
de connotations diverses, y compris 
les realites politiques et sociales. Rien 
de plus vrai a propos des trois termes 
ci-haut. Dans le numero 10 de Fleur 
de Trille (d^cembre 1993), le 
professeur Ga^tan Gervais proposait 
ses reflexions sur ces termes, et nous 
en reprenons I'essentiel ici.

Revenons au dictionnaire. 
Ce terme designe une personne «qui 
parle le fran^ais, soit comme langue 
maternelle, soit comme langue 
seconde».

Pris comme adjectif, ce 
terme suit la regie de la majuscule (cf. 



Le Langagier n° 10). Ex. : les 
communaut6s canadiennes- 

fran^aises. Mais pris comme nom 
d^signant des personnes, il s'ecrit : 
Canadien-Fran9ais. Le trait d'union, 
ici, a comme fonction de reunir deux 
realites : Canadien et Fran^ais, en un 
seul terme qui traduit la realit6 
historique du peuple de langue 
Fran^aise qui est venu s 'dtablir sur le 
sol nord-americain au cours des quatre 
demiers siecles.

The Scientific Inquiry Into the 
Existance of Santa Claus

1 ) No known species of reindeer can 
fiy, but there are 300,000 species of 
organisms yet to be classified, and 
while most of these are insects and 
germs, this does not completely rule 
out flying reindeer which only Santa 
has ever seen. 

2) There are 2 billion children (de- 
fined as persons under 18) in the 
world; However, since Santa doesn't 
appear tohandle Muslim, Hindu, Jew- 
ish, or Buddhist children, that re- 
duces the workload down to 1 5% of 
the original total - 378 million ac- 
cording to the Population Reference 
Bureau. At an average census rate of 
3.5 children perhousehold, that's only 
91.8 million homes. One presumes 
that there is at least one good child in 
each. 

3) Santa has 3 1 hours of Christmas to 
work with, thanks to the different 
time zones and the rotation of the 
earth, assuming he travels east to 
west. This works out to 822.6 visits 
per second. That is to say that for 
each Christian household with good 
children, Santa has 1/lOOOih of a 
second topark, hopout of the sleigh, 
jump down the chiminey, fill the 
stockings, disu-ibute the remaining 
presents under the tree, eat whatever 
snacks have been left, get back up the 



chimney, get back into the sleigh, 
and move on to the next house. As- 
suming that each of these 91.8 mil- 
lion stops are evenly distributed 
around the earth (which we know to 
be false but will accept for the pur- 
pose of these calculations), we are 
talking about .78 miles per house- 
hold, a total tripof 75.5 million miles, 
not counting stops to do what most of 
us must do at least once every 31 
hours, plus eating, etc. This means 
that Santa's sleigh is moving at 650 
miles per second, 3000 times the 
speed of sound. For purposes of com- 
parison, the fastest man-made vehi- 
cle, the Ulysses space probe, moves 
at a poky 27.4 miles per second. A 
conventional reindeer can run 15 
miles per hour at the most. 

4) The payload on the sleigh adds 
another interesting element. Assum- 
ing that each child gets nothing more 
than a medium-size set of Lego build- 
ing blocks (about two pounds), the 
sleigh is carrying 321,300 tons, not 
counting Santa, who is invariably 
described as overweight. On land, 
conventional reindeer can pull no 
more than 300 pounds. Even grant- 
ing that flying reindeer exist (see 
point 1), can fly very quickly (see 
point 2), and can pull ten times the 
normal amount, we cannot do the job 
with eight, or even nine, reindeer. We 
would need 214,200 reindeer. TTiis 



increases the payload - not counting 
the weight of the sleigh - to 353,430 
tons. Again, for comparision, this is 
four times the weight of the Queen 
Elizabeth 2. 

5) 353,(X)0 tons travelling at 650miles 
per second creates enormous air re- 
sistance. This would heat the rein- 
deer up in the same fashion as a 
spacecraft re-entering the earth's at- 
mosphere. The lead pair of reindeer 
would absorb 14.3 quintillion joules 
of energy. Per second. Each. In short, 
they would burst into flame almost 
instantaneously, exposing the rein- 
deer behind them, and creating deaf- 
ening sonic booms in their wake. The 
entire reindeer team would be vapor- 
ized within .00426 seconds. Santa, 
meanwhile, would be subjected to 
forces 17,500 times greater than nor- 
mal gravity. A 250-pound Santa 
(which seems slim) would be pinned 
to the back of his sleigh by 4,3 1 5,01 5 
pounds offeree. 

In conclusion, if Santa ever 
did deli ver presents on Christmas Eve, 
he's dead now.

New Decision to Revolutionize the Face of Hockey 

The NHL announced today its much-criticized decision to completely 
overhaul the way the game of hockey is played. NHL Commissioner 
Jacques Strapp declared at a press conference that "people are losing 
interest in the game.

Strapp then went on to say that if the idea didn't catch on with the NHL 
itself, that they could probably successfully institute the idea in correc- 
tional facilities all over the globe. "1 mean, think about it," went on 
Strapp. "Wouldn't that be a more interesting way to do in criminals on 
death row? Why have them die in a boring ol' gas chamber, when you 
could kill off truckloads of 'em in a single game of Super Fun Death 
Hockey! You could even sell the rights to televise the games! Isn't it 
a great idea???". The conference, overall, went rather smoothly for 
Strapp, with the only major interruption being perhaps the intervention 
of the commissioner's court-appointed therapist to inject him with his 
court-appointed medication halfway through.

Joe 
Black uses Parrish to 
discover the world 
through life instead of death. He starts 
his adventure following Parrish 
around, moving into his house, and 
exploring whenever he wants. Along 
the way, he gets a little help from one 
of Parrish's daughters, Allison 
(Marcia Gay Harden), and Quince 
(Jeffrey Tambor), her husband. He 
also gets a crash course in love from 
B.P.'s other daughter, Susan (Claire 
Forlani), and finds out the pure sat- 
isfaction of Peanut Butter. 

Now, I have to say that I was 
never really impressed with Brad 
Pitt's acting, but he does a great job 
in this role. He actually makes you 
believe that he is perceiving this world 
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for the first time. He, and the creators 
of the movie, do a superb job of 
showing the fragility of life and death, 
and the depths one will go for true 
love. And of course, all the women 
in the dieatre were in awe when Pitt 
took of his shirt, but you can't see 
him in a movie without him shirtless 
for at least one scene. 

I do however, thoroughly rec- 
ommend this movie, especially to 
anyone in a relationship. This movie 
showed me what the true meaning of 
love is, and there wasn't a dry eye in 
the theatre by die end.

The University of Sudbun 
Ethics Pnijcci has a new logo lo make 
ilseir belter known in the commu- 
nity. The project's new Logo was 
designed by Paul Gomirato. Presi- 
dent ol' PG Advertising and Design 
Inc. The Logo was designed with the 
University of Sudbury Ethics 
I*rojcci"s mission and purpose. The 
logo seeks to express the nature, con- 
text and purptise of ethics. 

The background element is 
defmed by the joining of the two 
contrasting shapes which illustrate 
the conflict that surrounds a moral 
issue. These two shapes also indicate 
the human context of morality, be- 
cause moral issues arc never black or 



white. The background element also 
tells of the ambiguity that permeates 
human life and the possible conflict 
involved in an ethical issue. 

The "S" at the centre of the 
logo implies that both sides of an 
issue are being explored equally: this 
is one of the reasons that it covers 
both sides of the background ele- 
ment. The "S" also refers to the re- 
flection needed to find what gives 
meaning to life and what serves the 
betterment of our world. It also stands 
for the University of Sudbur>. 

The horizontal lines across 
the "S" represent the idea of move- 
ment and creativity towards search- 
ing for a moral ethical jxisiiion. The 



lighter tints (top and bottom lines) 
represent the middle ground of the 
issue. The three parallel lines also 
form an "E" for "Ethics." 

The original logo was green, 
which was chosen for its calming 
effect. Green also invites people not 
to panic in the face of complex moral 
problems but to seek harmony in rec- 
onciling the many facets of an issue. 
Green, also the colour of hope, is one 
ofthe projects goals: togivc hope and 
show that engaging in moral reflec- 
tion guides people towards self-reali- 
zation and a better world. 

The new project logo also 
acknowledges the University of Sud- 
burv with the Ethics Project. 



Special Ethics Study Bursaries 

For the first time, the University of Sudbury is able to 
offer students twelve new Special Ethics Study Bursaries. These 
new bursaries come in addition to the several awards already 
available to students taking courses at the University olSudburv'. 

TTie new bursaries are comprised of up to four $5000 
bursaries and eight in the amount equivalent to full tuition fees. 
The bursaries were granted to students who have proven a 
financial need and submitted a 3000-word essay on the topic:

The University of Sudbury Ethics Project was created to provide information, resource persons, 
consultation, and research for the people of Northern Ontario in the fields of Ethics - particularly Bioethics, 
Business f-thics.

3) To prov ioe an opportunity for researchers, practitioners and interested individuals to become involved in 

a) a systematic reflection on important moral issues, and 

b) practical research in response to the needs of the Northern Ontario community 

4) To i.icate a network for communication aniimg people from different disciplines and those engaged in 
ethical rerlection and research. 



5) To cdui.iie the public at large about ethical and social values. 



Ethics? 



Modem society is awash with elements that we may find confusing. 
Often, we hear the phrase "loss of moral sense." What does this mean? Our 
problems have been adressed ad infinitum, yet nobody has seen fit to speak 
about the need for ethics. In order to better understand this reaction, some 
key concepts need to be explained. They include: ethos, morality, and ethics. 
An ethos is "a governing set of beliefs, perceptions, and assumptions of 
a person or/ and of a community." It is a foundation for decision and action. 
It is within the framework of an ethos that the meaning and values appear and 
take shape. 

If an ethos is a "governing set of beliefs and perceptions", its related 
morality is a system of governing values, purposes, and goals. Morality is 
an organized and reflective set of precepts, values, and models. In our 
pluralistic society, there is not one morality, but several. And it is because 
of this reason that we face more and more conflicting values and goals. 

An ethos and a morality need an ethics. Ethics helps to make the 
judgements that are needed when moral design meets constraints on the real 
possibilities available to individuals and societies. Ethics is to apply the 
norms coming from morality's hierarchy of values to resolve value conflicts 
in a real world marked by limitations, both on the possibilities open to people 
as on their personal and moral development.

Colloquium on Values 



In the past year, the city of Sud- 
bury and the Region have been hit by 
a scries of events that call for serious 
ethical reflection. Mostnotably, there 
have been a number of teen suicides. 
In addition, the provincial systems 
for the delivery of health care and 
social services arc being redefined; 
many of the most-vulnerable mem- 
bers of our community feci aban- 
doned and helpless. As such, the 
University ol Sudbury Ethics Proicct 
IS sponsoring a Colloquium on Val- 
ues. 

To be held between May 27-29. 
1999, the Ethics Project plans to put 
forth their ideas about the situation. 
The colloquium intends lo: 
a) raise awareness of the ethical im- 
plications involved in these crises as 
they affect our region; 



b) reflect upon the values which give 
meaning to our lives, as individuals, 
and as a society; 

c) consider how these values can give 
hope in difficult times. 

The Colloquium is expected to 
create a forum for community net- 
working and concrete action. It plans 
to do this by promoting inter- 
generational dialogue on crisis situa- 
tions and values which give meaning 
and hope This will be done while 
supporting local expertise that i<; fa- 
miliar with the Canadian and .North- 
ern Ontario context. 

The three -day symposium will 
include key-note speakers, work- 
shops, panel discussions, and niulti- 
niedia presentation's that will focus 
on the relevant issues. In addition, a 
wrap-up session has been planned lo 



ensure the best possible follow- 
through on the topics chosen. Spe- 
cial focus will be directed at paliative 
care and the delivery of health serv- 
ices. 

The Colloquium will be open to 
the general public. However, a spe- 
cial invitation is directed at: - 

- members of community service or- 
ganizations 

- helping agencies: counsellors, so- 
cial workers, and health-care profes- 
sionals 

- secondary school, college and uni- 
versity students 

- teachers, schcwi-board directors, and 
directors of education 

- politicians and public-sector work- 
ers 

- business community 
-government and religious groups 



Values 



Human beings are very complex 
creatures. Like a computer or a fac- 
tory, there are thousands of different 
things happening at any second within 
us. If any of those thousands of 
mechanisms is working against an- 
other, we become out of sync and, 
like a machine, will eventually break 
down. Often, we find that much of 
any internal conflict is usually in the 
area of our values. In order to be 
happy, to grow, to prosper, we need 
to be aware of the rules that we have 
forourselves and for others. We need 
to know how we really measure or 
judge success or failure. Otherwise, 
we can have everything and still feel 
like nothing. 

What are values? Simply, they 
are your own private, personal, and 
individual beliefs about what is most 
important to you. Your values are 
your belief systems about right, 
wrong, good and bad. Our values are 
the things that we all fundamentally 
need to move toward. Ifwe don't, we 
won't feel whole and fulfilled. That 
feeling of congruity, or personal 
wholeness and unity, comes from the 
sense that we are fulfilling our values 
by our present behaviour. They even 
determine that from which we shy 
away. They govern our entire life- 
style. They determine how you will 
respond to any given experience in 
life. Values are the executive level of 
judgment in the human brain. 

From what you wear and what 
you drive to where you live, with 
whom you fall in love, who your 
friends are, the impact of our values 
is endless. They are the base that 
defines our responses to any given 
situation in life. They are the ulti- 
mate key to understanding your own 
behaviours and the behaviors of oth- 
ers. 

So, where do they come from, 
these powerful instructions as to right 
and wrong, good and bad, what to do 
and what not to do? Since values are 
specific, highly emotional, connected 



beliefs, they come from several 
sources. Primarily, they come from 
your modier and father. Our parents 
play the largest role in programming 
most of our original values. They 
constantly expressed their values in 
telling you what they did or did not 
want you to do, say, and believe. If 
you accepted their values, you were 
rewarded; you were a good boy or 
girl. If you rejected them, you were 
in trouble; you were a bad kid. In 
some families, if you continued to 
reject your parents' values, you were 
punished. 

' In fact, most of your values have 
been programmed through this pun- 
ishment-reward technique. As you 
got older, your peer groups were an- 
other source of values. You blended 
your values with theirs, or you may 
have altered your own because if you 
didn't they might have beaten you up 
or not played with you. (Throughout 
your life, you've constantly been cre- 
ating new peer groups and accepting 
their values or blending or installing 
your own in others.) Also, through- 
out your life you've had heroes and 
antiheroes. And because you admire 
their accomplishments, you try to 
emulate who you think they are. 

Value formation doesn't end with 
heroes. Italso happens at work, where 
the same punishment-reward system 
goes on. To work for someone and 
rise up the ladder, you adopt some of 
their values. If you don't share your 
boss's values, promotion may be im- 
possible. And if you don't share the 
company's values to begin with, you 
will be unhappy. Teachers in schools 
are constantly expressing their val- 
ues, and often unconsciously using 
the same punishment-reward tech- 
nique to ensure their adoption. 

It is incredibly important for us to 
discover what our values are. If we 
can just understand them, the power 
that we would have would be im-

Her scoring touch was badly needed 
because the post players were forced 
to sit out most of the first half due to 
foul trouble. Vos played phenom- 
enally all weekend and fully deserved 
the award. 

At the start of the game the 
team was playing well. They were 
getting good looks at the basket and 
were clogging up the scoring lanes 
on defence. However, five minutes 
into the half with LU up by a score of 
17-8, the defence allowed two quick 
baskets on drives through the paint 
by #4 Irene Vandoros of Ottawa. 
Coach John Campbell, seeing that 
his team was losing focus, quickly 
called a time-out. After the time-out, 
the Vees seemed to regain their focus 
and began to attack again. Their 
resurgence was highlighted by a three- 
pointer by Vos on a pass from #8 
Stephanie Desutter. The shot was a 
critical one and helped the Vees break 
out to a 24-14 lead. 

Despite their good play early 
in the game. Coach Campbell was 
forced to sit #9 Jill Eccles and #14 
Stephanie Harrison because they had 
gotten into some early foul trouble. 
This seemed to take LU off their 



game and they were unable to sus- 
tain their momentum. Ottawa also 
showed great composure, as they 
took advantage of this, and battled 
back to within three by half time. In 
the final three and a half minutes the 
Lady Vees were outscored 1 3-6. This 
included a three-pointer by Vandoros 
in the dying seconds; which capped 
off a 5-0 run by the Gee-Gees to end 
the half. 

After half-time the Vees and 
Gee-Gees battled back and forth for 
the first few minutes. Ottawa was 
then able to scrape back and man- 
aged to tie the game on a basket by #7 
Catherine Poch. LU quickly pulled 
ahead again when #4 Tanya Tatti 
took the ball to the hoop and scored 
a difficult lay-up and was fouled. 
She nailed the free-throw and put 
LUupforgood. Tatti 's basket really 
seemed to get the Vees rolling. They 
pulled out to a fifteen point lead with 
five minutes togo in the game. How- 
ever, Ottawa showed once again that 
they were not to be taken lightly 
when they came back again. They 
pulled within seven points with two 
and a half minutes to go, thanks to a 
6-0 run. 

The Vees were able to hold 
off the Gee-Gees and won the game 
by a score of 73-62. Notable per- 
formances included the aforemen- 
tioned Player of the Game Karen 
Vos. Stephanie Harrison notched 
fifteen points, and went 7/8 from the 
field and 3/4 from the line in the 
second half. In addition. Tammy 
Tatti contributed ten points, and #13 
Clare Beatty led the team with six 
rebounds. 

The Vees played extremely 
sloppy at times and did not play as 
good as they did on Saturday. They 
committed twenty-seven turnovers, 
which is about eleven more than 
they usually do. Right before half 
time they blew the lead and allowed 
Ottawa to come to within three points. 



I asked Coach Campbell about 
his feelings on that subject and he 
calmly said " we were giving them 
[Ottawa] too many easy plays. By 
fouling them as much as we did, we 
were giving away points. We have to 
keep them off the line". In regards to 
Harrison and Eccles sitting out most 
of the first half he said "Any time 
you're All-Canadian only plays three 
minutes in the first half you know 
your having foul trouble" and "Jill 
was a big boost for us today ... she is 
very athletic and quick for her size". 

When I asked Vos about the 
tone Coach Campbell used to deliver 
his message in the locker room at half 
time she let out a laugh. She de- 
scribed his speech at half time as 
"intense", and "emotionally charged". 
Vos went on to say "that he [Coach 
Campbell] reminded us that just be- 
cause we have the Laurentian jersey 
on it doesn't make us a great team. . . 
We have to go out and prove that we 
are one of the best teams in the coun- 
try". When asked about her feelings 
about being the Player of the Game, 
Vos responded by saying '"I worked 
hard and I was concentrating on my 
defense more. I feel we have a lot of 
scorers so I don't necessarily look to 
score. Hook to them to get the points, 
but today we got into foul trouble so I 
picked it up in the scoring end". 

Overall, the Lady Vees won in 
spite of the fact that they were not 
playing their style of game. The Lady 
Vees next action is after the Christ- 
mas break, when they will be on the 
road for the entire month of January. 
As a final note I would like to add that 
I feel disappointed by the poor fan 
turnout for the women's games. The 
stands were all full for the men's 
games, but not the women's. It's a 
real shame because these ladies have 
worked their asses off to be where 
they are and they deserve just as much 
fan appreciation as the men's team.

This past Saturday the 3-0

Basketball Vees Undefeated Going Into the Holiday Break

The Men's Basketball Team 
completed the Laureniian sweep by 
(Jcleating the University of Ottawa 
Gec-Gcc's by a score ot'85-69 at Ben 
Avery on Sunday. In a very exciting 
weekend of basketball, the Vees 
outscored the competition 178-150 
and improved to 5-0 on the season. 

Ottawa entered the game 
winlcss in three tries, but still man- 
aged to give the Vees a run for their 
money. The Vees got off to another 
slow start, but were able to establish 
the inside game by the end of the first 
half. This was an improvement from 
the game before when it took them to 
the second half to really l<K)k to #35 
Ted Dongelmans in the post. 
Dongclinans really stepped up his 
effort on Sunday as he made himself 
available underneath the basket. 

Coach Peter Campbell said 
that "the Ottawa post players played 



very physically all game"; however. 
Dongelmans thrived on the pressure, 
scoring when he was played man to 
man, and passing when double- 
teamed. He would score twenty-seven 
points on his way to taking the Player 
of the Game honours. He also added 
five rebounds and passed well out of 
the post. #15 Clifton Edwards, the 
Playerof the Game the previous day. 
was the second best LU scorer, con- 
tributing fifteen points. 

"The team played good 
defense at times, but at times their 
[Ottawa] quicknes.s caused us some 
trouble", said Coach Campbell. 

The Gee-Gee's guard #10 
Kevin Bakker in particular was able 
to break down the defence and score 
on several occasions. The Vees are 
very able to score effectively but were 
unable to contain the Ottawa offense. 
Every time the Vees were able to pull 
ahead, the Gce-Gccs applied the full 
court press, which seemed to over- 
whelm the player bringing the ball up 
the court.

their pace - this caused several turno- 
vers and allowed them to keep LU's 
lead from widening. 

A real pattern began to de- 
velop, as every time Laurentian's 
offense began to roll, Ottawa would 
turn up their game and pick away at 
the lead.
